HNo
significant dimimation in the amount of ressarch required, but a greatly
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cordensed fipnsl product, is indicated in this most recent requesi. At
the forthcoming Air Force conference on escape apd evasion, to be held
during March in Washington, it is Planned that questions concerning
content, format, etc., will be further firmed up.

The iumediate effsct on those "B"” area studies already under
25X1A2g1in the Division will be to complete the project B (ry 64.1113 onv:ge
North Black Sea) and to hold in sbeynnce the other two (PN 64.1249 on
the Kuybyshev Region and PE 6i.1256 on the Tartar Oblast).

The Division
responded to the meeningless request from the Clark Committee for "Sources
of Intelligence Items." The resulte derived from counting the pumber of
sources used in our reports, without weighting, couldn’t mean less, and
the Division recognized that those compiling the statistics for the O0ffice
were of the seme opinion. A list of Geography Division publicetions was
forwarded in response to the request comnected with the 195k Annusl
Internal Report of Economic Research Projects on the Soviet Bloc (2IC-S5-19).
